$85 on the Bank of Com m erce of 
this city , the check bearing the sig­ 
nature of P. C. Lawarence. 
From a neighbor of Mr. Loeffler 
another mule was purchased, and 
in 
this 
instance 
Hodges, 
or 
Lawarence, gave a 
check on the 
Bank of C om m erce for $70. 
This morning Hodges came to 
Sedalia with the two mules and dis­ 
posed of them to John W. Meneiee 
for $9 0, or only $5 in excess of 
wffiat he had agreed to pay Loeffler 
for one of the animals. 
Mr. Menefee gave in pay ment for 
the team a check on the Bank of 
Com merce, and shortly afterwards 
H od ges left. 
After a lapse of 
a few’ minutes 
Mr. Menefee received a telephone 
message from Frank Hoffman, of 
Smithton, asking him if he knew of 
a mule buy er 
living 
here 
by the 
na m e of Lawarence. 
Mr. Menefee 
replied 
i,i the negative, and then 
Mr. Hoffman informed 
him of the 
purchase of the two mules in that 
vicinity y esterday , which had been 
paid for with checks on the 
Bank 
of Commerce. 
Mr. Menefee at once realized that 
Hod ges and Lawarence were i d e n ­ 
tical, and he started out to find the 
swindler. 
A call at the Bank of Com merce 
revealed that he had been there to 
get the check chashed, 
but 
had 
failed because he had no one to 
identify him. 
Again taking up the search, Mr. 
Menefee finally ran across Hodges 
on Main street and took from him 
the $9 0 check, after which the a c ­ 
cused was placed in the custody of 
f 
Andy Gossage, and in the meantime 
a telephone message was 
sent 
to 
Sm ithton, 
asking Mr. Loeffler 
to 
come to Sedalia at once. 
Before the noon hour he had put 
in an appearance, and H odges was 
arraigned in Justice Burr's court on 
the charge stated above, his prelim­ 
inary

Later it was learned by Deputy 
Constable Andy Gossage that the 
prisoner's right name is J. E. Perry . 
H e was m arried only about a month 
ago and lives out near the Widow 
Franklin's farm, about three miles 
southwest of the city .
